‘they brandish their missiles and threaten to 


“bury” other nations, they look less and less 
appealing to the uncommitted nations. 
There's—a—big—difference, of course, be- 
tween views expressed by politically sophi- 
sticated diplomats and correspondents at the 
United Nations and those held by the folks 
back home. The men at the UN say, however, 
that ‘gradually the facts are filtering down 
to their people. As an economist obseryed, 
“There's much less talk in Asia now of eco- 
nomic imperialism than there was even a 
year ago. They want development and thejtre 
inclined to take capital from whatever source _ 
they can—capitalistic capital or communistic 
capital.” Delegates privately admit. growing 
disillusionment with both the great powers. 
As Walter Lippmann commented this week, 
“As the new generation, the postwar genera- 
tion’ comes forward and the angry old men

The influence of Moscow in Warsaw, 
Belgrade, in Peiping, may rise or fall from 
time to time but its general trend is down- 
ward.

The Awakening 


NEW YORK — Are ‘the Russians losing 
their propaganda initiative? Is this likely to 
be more than a short-term setback? 

This is a question being asked around the 
United Nations following § 
the propaganda defeat suf- | 
fered by the Russians in 
the Security Council when 
they protested flights of 
American nuclear bombers 

It’s being asked as a re- 


sult of the growing con- 
Viction that the Russians 
are no longer anxious to 


hoid a summit conference 
The Russians, having 
pulled the West to within

sight of the summit, now seem to be dragging 


their ice axes, One theory is that the Rus- 
sians feet they have wrung maximum propa- 
ganda value out of the summit idea without 
having to give anything away, Now, if they 
actually hold the meeting, they may have to 
give way on real issues. 

But there is evidence of growing suspicion, 
of the Russiaiis’ intentions. As one UN dip- 
lomat commented, “‘The Russians want re- 
duced tensions and they had hoped they 
could achieve this by vague promises of the 
sort they made at the last summit conference. 
They don't want to talk about specific things 
like Germany and Eastern Europe. How- 
ever, the Western nations are being chary 
this time about vague promises. It has taken 
a long time but gradually the rest of the 
world is beginning to smarten up about Rus- 
sian promises.” 

It was significant, that at the press con- 
ference given by Russian Ambassador Ark- 
ady Sobolev, following his gambit in the Se- 
curity Council, one of the toughest questions 
was asked by an Indian correspondent. The 
Indian asked, in so many words, “Will this 
action you have talen enhance the possibility 
of a summit conference? If not, how do you 
justify it?" ; 

A cross-check of Afro-Asian and Latin 
American delegations indicates some signifi- 
cant shifting of opinion, It's noted that the 
Americans seem now to be growing aware 
that, although the Russians talk a great deal 
about helping other countries, they are very 


reluctant to part with their rubles. Canada, 
for example, contributes. twice as much to 
UN Technical Assistance as the Russians do 
and such contributions as the Russians make 
have aS many strings as a fish net. 

Furthermore, the Russians have been on 
occasion discovered dealing off the bottom 
of the trade deck, For example, there was 
their deal on rice. The Burmese wene most 
grateful when the Russians bought up sur- 
plus rice—-unti] the Russians sold it back on 
the Asian market at a bargain price 

It's also noted that the Russians, as they 
gain in strength, will gradually lose the sup 
port which always goes to the underdog. As 
they brandish their missiles and threaten to 
“bury” other nations, they look Jess and less 
appealing to the uncommitted nations 

There's a big difference, of course, be. 
tween views expressed by politically sophi- 
sticated diplomats and correspondents at the 
United Natiens and those held by the folks 
back home. The men at the UN say, however, 
that gradually the facts are filtering down 
to their people. As an- economist observed, 
“There's much less talk in Asia now of eco- 
nomic imperialism than there was even a 
year ago. They want development and they're 
inclined to take capital from whatever source 
they can—capitalistic capital or communistic 
capital.” Delegates privately admit growing 
disillusionment with both the great powers, 
As Walter Lippmann commented this week, 
“As the new generation, the postwar genera- 
tion comes forward and the angry old men 
of diplomacy subside, the relative importance 
of Moscow and Washington wth decline .. .” 

The influence of Moscow in Warsaw, in 
Belgrade, in Peiping, may, rise or fall from 
time to time ‘but its general trend is down- 
ward. There is no doubt, I think, that the 
decline of the importance of the United States 
is one of the great facts within the non- 
Communist world. 

If this is true, tf the influence of the Big 
Two is waning, then both Canada and the 
United Nations stand to gain. Canada stands 
to gain because obviously she'll be iess over- 
whelmed by her great neighbor. The United 
Nations stands to gain because the great 
powers, inevitably, tend to bypass the UN.
